Cleveland. 


The cities c-r. Lai. zcsthern shores of Lake 


Erie have repoitedly shown tneir grateful in- 
terest in tt.o memory uf Commodore Perry, and 
of tho battle which Rhode Islanders celebrate 
vnth so much pride. A project fut a monument 
in Cleveland, Ohio, has been noticed bofure, we 
believe, in. this jiaper.
